Be it enacted by the Legistature of the State of Minnesota:

blind institute, the state auditor is hereby authorized and
required to issue a duplicate of said state warrant to the
said H. Wilson, treasurer.

To f1e bond—tn 881d duplicate,-file a bond equal to the amount of said loat
whatenm.  warrant with the state auditor, to be approved by the
governor of the state, Provided, If said lost warrant
¢ . shall be returned to the state then the said bond to be null
and void, otherwise to remain in full force and effect, as an
‘ indemnity to the state against any future liability to pay
the said lost warrant.
